Before  the  trailer  went  respectable,  my  wife  and 
I lived  in  a trailer  for  about  three  years.  If  the 
Queen  Mother's  mobile  palace  is  a Rolls  arnoriK 
trailers,  our  was  a Mode!

Our  trailer  was  one  of  about  20  in  a trailer 
camp  Outside  people  regarded  the  camp  as  a sort 
of  picturesque  slum  on  wheels.

IT  is  15  years  since  the  last  redistribution 
of  seats  in  the  provincial  legislature 
was  undertaken  in  British  Columbia,  and 
Premier  Bennett  has  indicated  that  the 
revision  so  long  overdue  will  he  taken 
up  by  the  House* during  the  session  open- 
ing next  week.  This  will  be  welcomed 
ns  a mean*  of  correcting  the  numerous 
anomalies  which  have  been  apparent  for 
many  years;  hut  the  method  hv  which 
t he  government  proposes  " to  tackle  t he 
|ob  is  another  matter.  Unfortunately 
Mr.  Bennett  has  chosen  to  delegate  study 
of  thp  requirements  to  a special  legislative 
committee.  While  this  would  conform  to 
federal  practice  and  that  of  most  of  the 
provinces,  it  is  a svstem  which  in  recent 
yoarc  has  Imon  widely  discredited 

Ceoeraphindly.  economically  and  on 
the  basis  of  population  densities.  British 
Colombia's  arrangement  of  political  con- 
stituencies Is  full  of  absurdities.  Some  of 
these*,  created  hv*  early  distribution  hills, 
are  of  long  standing;  others  have  become 
anonrent  since  the  war  as  a result  of  shifts 
nod  large  increases  in  population;  and  still 
others  are  a side  effect  of  the  more  recent 
change  in  the  svstem  of  election  From 
a practical  point  of  view'  it  would  he  far 
better  in  every  wav  to  turn  over  all  the 
problems  of  redistribution  to  an  inde- 
pendent commission  of  experts  in  the 
several  branches  of  study  essential  to  the 
determination  of  a sound  and  realistic 
svstem  of  dividing  the  province  into 
political  constituencies. 


Apart  from  the  physical  aspects  of 
the  matter,  redistribution  based  on  the 
impartial  findings  of  a commission  would 
remove  any-  possible  taint  of  political 
advantage  from  ihe  bill  ultimately  sub- 
mitted to  the  legislature.  No  matter  how 
neutral  they  may  try  to  be.  it  is  hard  for 
ML  As  to  put  out  of  mind  the  political 
fortunes  of  their  respective  parties  when 
anything  so  fraught  with  opportunities  is 
put  .oto  their  hanck. 

Redistribution  through  the  medium  of 
a commission  investigation  mights  take 
longer  than  if  undertaken  by  a legislative 
committee  hut  there  is  no  occasion  ^ 
hurrv  a hill  through  the  coming  session 
or  even  Ihe  one  after  it.  Apart  from 
the  two  pending  hv-elections.  there  ts  little 
reason  to  suppose  that  redistribution 
would  become  operative  until  the  present 
legislature  has  run  out  its  normal  liTe 
four  or  more  years  hence.  Reallocation 
of  seats  presents  many  complexities,  and 
this  time  lapse  would  give  a commission 
amnle  scope  to  evolve  a thoroughly  work- 
able plan.  As  Mr.  Harold  Winch  pointed 
out  last  soring,  so  monumental  a task 
would  be  beyond  the  capacity  of  MI. As 
while  the  trouse  was  in  session  and  their 
time  was  fully  occupied  with  other  public 
business. 

Of  paramount  importance,  however, 
is  the  desirability  of  presenting  to  ihe 
legislature  a redistribution  bill  that  is 
non-political.  Premier  Bennett  would  be 
in  a much  stronger  posit ion-if  he  did  that.

Fines  by  Installments 


BALK  in  the  early  days  of  colonial 
Vancouver  Island  it  was  a common 
practice  sanctioned  by  law  to  throw  men 
into  prison  because  they  could  not  pay 
their  civil  debts.  Happily  the  debtors’ 
jail  has  long  been  a thing  of  the  past  Yet 
in  these  supposedly  more  enlightened 
times  men — and  sometimes  women — still 
are  sent  to  prison  for  no  other  reason 
than  inability  to  pay  what  they  owe.  only 
in  this  case  the  debt  is  to  the  Crown.  By 
that  is  meant  the  practice  followed  by 
courts  throughout  Canada  of  imposing 
jail  terms  on  those  who  default  in  the 
payment  of  fines  for  offenses,  often 
trivial  and  without  semblance  of  ertmi- 
nality.  which  the  law  does  not  regard  as 
punishable  by  imprisonment  in  the  first 
instance. 

In  all  other  respects  the  laws  of  this 
country  are  framed  and  administered 
without  favor,  without  regard  for  social 
and  economic  distinctions.  There  is  mani- 
fest Inequality,  however,  In  a provision 
which  sends  one  man  to  jail,  temporarily 
deprives  him  of  his  livelihood  and  ron- 
demns  him  to  the  stigma  of  a prison 
record  for  the  sole  reason  that  he  is 
poor,  while  another  guilty  of  the  same 
offense  retains  his  liberty  because  he  has 
the  means  to  pay  a fine  on  the  spot. 


The  eminent  Chief  Justice  McRuer  of 
Ontario  now  has  added  his  voice  to  those 
who  in  recent  years  have  urged  the 
removal  of  this  discrimination  by  means 
of  a system  of  payment  of  fines  by  in- 
stallments at  the  courts’  discretion.  Before 
the  Ontario  legislature’s  committer  on 
tails  and  reformatories,  Chief  Justice 
McRuer  said  in  stipnort  of  such  a change; 
“In  many  rases  today  the  prisoner  is  in 
iail  because  he  is  poor.  The  man  who  can 
afford  the  fine  nays  it  and  is  free.’* 

This  discrimination  between  the  rich 
and  the  poor  is  the  most  objectionable 
feature  of  the  law  as  it  stands.  There 
is.  however,  a praetical  aspect  of  the 
installment  plan  as  well.  Over-crowding 
of  jails  and  the  high  cost  of  maintaining 
them  are  pressing  problems  of  the  whole 
prison  system  0f  Canadp.  It  is  valuable 
to  note,  therefore,  the  important  savings 
effected  in  FrvHand  through  introduction 
of  the  installment  system  for  fines. 
According  to  Chief  Justice  McRuer,  that 
step  brought  about  a 25  per  cent  reduc- 
tion in  prison  population.  It  may  also 
help  to  exnlnin  recently  published  figures 
show  ing  England's  per  capita  prison  popu- 
lation to  be  much  lower  than  Canada's. 
For  economic  reasons  ns  well  ^s  ihe  dic- 
tates of  justice,  a change  would  appear 
to  l>o  distinctly  to  the  public  advantage. 


Not  All  Accounted  For 


TIF,  exchange  of  Korean  war  prisoners 
is  over,  and  the  UN  command  is  left 
with  a feeling  of  frustration.  According 
to  their  records  there  are  3,404  UN  pris- 
oners who  should  have  been  returned  but 
were  not.  This  is  grievous  hut  not  alto- 
gether surprising.  The  repatriates  came 
hack  in  tantalizing  driblets,  obviously 
either  part  of  the  usual  Communist  tech- 
nique of  making  things  awkward  or  one 
morr  indication  of  their  inability  to  follow 
a straightforward  course. 

In  one  sense  the  LIN  is  fortunate,  for 
manv  captives  were  returned  who  were 
not  known  to  he  prisoners.  At  the  begin- 
ning of  the  exchange  Canada,  for  ex- 
ample. looked  only  for  the  return  of  some 
18  soldiers.  Thirty  in  all  were  repatriated, 
the  extras  being  men  previously  listed 


simply  as  missing  in  action  That  much 
is  to  the  credit  of  the  other  side,  but 
three  Canadians  known  to  have  been  in 
the  prison  camps  of  North  Korea  have  not 
been  set  free,  so  that  the  account  is  not 
vet  square.  It  never  will  he  until  all 
doubt  in  this  respect  Is  removed. 

What  success  the  UN  will  have  in 
persuading  the  Communists  to  come  clean 
with  the  remainder  nf  UN  prisoners  in 
their  hands  remains  to  he  seetj.  It  will 
be  in  the  nature  nf  a miracle  if  every 
single  man  is  finally  accounted  for.  but 
unHI  all  are  many  homes  will  live  in  a 
state  of  suspended  anxiety.  This,  the 
anguish  of  the  families  affected,  is  itself 
a shop  *n  1^  officials  to  use  even,'  means 
at  their  command  to  force  the  Com- 
munists to  honor  their  truce  bargain.

Drew  * economy  and  tax  cut  prom- 
ises, Instanced  an  unnamed  country 
where  there  had  recently  been  an 
election.  One  of  the  promises  of  Uie 
victorious  party  had  been  to  balance 
Ihe  budget,  but  the  budget  was  still 
far  from  balanced,  the  PM  pointed 
out. 

Many  marveled  at  St.  I-aurent’s 
speech,  regarding  his  obvious  refer- 
ence to  the  Republican*  as  a gratuit- 
ous slap,  an  indiscretion,  and  defi- 
nitely In  had  taste.  One  Conservative 
politician  wondered  Ironically  if  Uie 
PM  had  had  a chance  to  run  over  his 
ghost  written  speech  before  he  arose 
lo  deliver  it. 


Dulles  also  angered  what  seems  to 
he  a considerable  section  of  Indian 
opinion  with  a few  blunt  remarks 
about  our  fence-sitting  Common- 
wealth ’ partners. 

You  wouldn’t  have  to  go  ton  far 
in  Canada  to  find  people  who  think 
India  did  the  free  world  a disservice 
by  remaining  aloof  from  the  Korean 
V\ar.  You  might  even  find  some 
among  the  diplomats  in  the  East 
Block  here  But  you  wouldn't  find 
anyone  in  the  East  Block  with  the 
temerity  to  say  so  public!}. 

However,  quiet  Canadian  regret  at 
Indian  neutrality  is  conditioned  by 
Canada's  nwn  participation  in  Uie 
Korean  War.  Despite  St.  Laurent's 
Intimation  in  the  election  campaign 
that  Canada  sprang  to  America's  side 
to  repel  North  Korea  aggression  three 
years  ago.  that  Just  isn't  the  <fca\ 
It  wa*  neurty  two  months  alter  the 
outbreak  of  hostilities,  and  only  after 
the  I'S,  had  exerted  strong  pressure 
on  Ottawa,  that  the  government 
hesitatingly  ordered  the  recruitment 
of  a brigade  of  volunteer*  for  service 
in  Korea 

Thu*  Ottawa  lia*  reason  to  he  much 
more  sympathetic  toward*  India  than 
has  Washington- although  once  Can- 
ada was  in  Uie  Korean  War,  It  wanted 
India  In  too. 

But  in  Ottawa  they  still  recognize 
the  difference  between  diplomacy 
and  power  politics. 


Constitutional  Oddity

THE  Queen  may  be  acting  ''illeg- 
ally” when  *he  open*  New  Zea- 
land ■ Parliament  in  January. 

This  startling  fact  ha*  been  re 
vealed  by  constitutional  lawyers  ex- 
amining the  position  arising  from  the 
flr*f  vl«lt  nf  a reigning  British  mon- 
arch to  New  Zealand. 

The  difi'irulty  I*  that  New  Zea- 
land's written  constitution  Is  ex 
tremcly  short  and  very  much  out  of 
datg.  In  other  Dominion  con*Mtu- 
tion*  legislative  powers  are  conferred 
on  the  Queen  and  the  House*  of  Par- 
liament, with  a provision  that  the 
Queen  may  art  either  in  person  nr 
through  a governor-general.  But  thi« 
la  not  so  In  New  Zealand.  The  result 
is  that  here  the  governor  general  l* 


the  only  person  named  as  having  Ihe 
function  of  opening  Parliament. 

It  has  been  proposed  that  the 
Queen  *hould  preside  at  a meeting 
of  the  New  Zealand  Executive  Coun- 
cil. There  is  a doubt  whether  powers 
delegated  to  the  governor-in-rounctl 
ran  be  validly  exercised  by  the  Queen- 
In  council. 

These  objections  might  not  be  sus- 
tained If  tested  In  law.  but  Common- 
wealth legal  extort*  think  It  i*  un- 
fortunate that  the  poxstbllty  should 
exist  of  such  a sltuatiod  arising 

The  entire  legal  position  i*  now  be 
ing  examined  to  «ee  w'hether  the 
constitution  can  he  brought  up  to 
date  to  make  a direct  reference  to 
the  Queen  a*  an  essential  part  of  the 
Legislature.

There  are  two  ways  of  \ lew  ing  this 
development  One  I*  that  our  "jp'le*'* 
aie  ungrate*,  eager  lo  grab  American 
money  while  biting  the  hand  that 
feed*  them;  the  other  that  there  « 
something  Intrinsically  wrong  with 
our  policies. 

With  regard  to  the  first,  great 
powers  shnuld  not  expect  gratitude. 
One  Is  more  likely  to  get  it  from 
one's  equal*  than  from  ones  Inferi- 
ors. In  trim*  of  power,  the  United 
State*  has  no  equal*,  al  present* 
among  the  non-Communt'l  nation*. 


Our  foreign  policy  is  right  In  that 
It  aims  to  redress  that  unha lan* ml 
situation  It  l*  without  precedent 
that  a great  power  should  seek  lo 
create  other  great  powers  Instead  of 
ruling  them  by  division  Our  policy 
seek*  to  create  a great  Europe  de- 
spite Uie  fact  that  united  European 
populations  would  he  mnre  numerous 
than  we  anti,  in  Uie  long  run.  he  able 
to  pursue  an  independent  policv . But 
power  Is  relative  and  ihe  West,  as  a 
whole.  I*  weaker  than  It  has  been  in 
centuries. 

Our  foreign  poll*  y has  been  right 
In  making  great  American  sacrifice* 
to  help  friendly  lor  not  unfriendly! 
nation*  tn  get  some  economic  terra 
flrma  under  their  feet 

But  our  foreign  policy  ha«  been 
wrong,  a«  I see  It,  first  in  being  too 
Impulsive,  In  making  decisions  off 
the  ruff  — and  loo  often,  1 am  com- 
pelled to  think,  with  an  eve  on  do- 
medic  polls  anil  shift*  in  Ameru  an 
public  opinion  and  second.  In  not 
demanding  reasonable  returns  for 
American  sacrifice*. 


The  great  and  strong  are  seldom 
loved;  hut  strength  and  greatne** 
should  evoke  respect  Re*pe,  t is  en- 
gendered hv  calm,  poise,  and  a rea- 
sonable rertalnty  of  consistency, 
after  deliberate  exploration  nf  all  the 
factors  involved.  To  evoke  respect 
one  must  rule  out  Impulse  In  fmor 
of  reason  and  rra|i*m  Realism  re- 
quire* us  to  lake  *tn«  k nf  nur  aorr 
and  liahiliuc*;  not.  overreaching  our- 
selves. not  promising  or  implying 
more  than  w'e  can  perform;  not  mak- 
ing demands  oGoiir  friends  that  they 
are  unlikely  fn  t*e  willing  or  able  to 
perform;  and  not  underrating  our 
opponents. 

But  re*.pect  also  Implies  self- 
respect.  and  never  » nines  from  yield- 
ing to  blackmail. 

The  United  Slates  so  advertises  Us 
fear  at  Communism  that  It  lays  itself 
open'tn  blackmail  Ail  that  the  most 
reactionary  and  unpopular  govern- 
ments need  do  I*  Ihteaten  that  their 
muntrle*  may  go  Communist.  In 
order  in  walk  off  with  another  wad 
nf  dollars  The  people  who  apply  for 
the  dollars  would  have  their  head* 
on  spike*,  or  he  eating  the  httter 
hrrad  of  exile  If  their  countries  went 
Communist  American  dollars  won’t 
si  op  the  thread  but  only  more  con- 
structive humane.  Just,  and  enlight- 
ened national  policies. 

If  French  and  Italian  politicians 
allow  their  rich  lo  hoard  sterile  gold, 
smuggle  their  wealth  to  Latin  Amer- 
ica. or  squander  It  in  the  most  shame- 
|e**  fashion  in  Monte  Carlo  or  Biar- 
ritz. while  the  state  Is  aupported  by 
Indirect-taxes  on  every  consumer  and 
on  the  salaried  middle  class  collected 
nut  nf  pay  envelopes,  why  should  f 
be  taxed  for  such  aelf  Indulgence-* 
The  United  States  should  never  have 
handed  out  a rent  to  some  countries 
ex-ept  In  return  for  tax  reform  If 
that  had  been  nur  policy  we  should 
have  had  “the  toljing  masses"  on  our 
side,  not  on  Russia  *. 


The  Idea  nf  » united  European 
flefrn*e  fr TTre  did  not  emanate  from 
the  United  Slates  but  from  France  — 
which  has  tail  aged  It  ever  since. 
The  1 nlted  States  act*  a*  though 
there  ere  no  alternative  There  is 
precisely  the  one  France  most 
fears:  -an  Arnerlean  We*t  German 
alliance,  bypassing  France  None  of 
us  like  It  or  wants  it  hut  Frame 
should  know  that  It  Is  an  alterna- 
tive. Ot.  the  should  be  asked  to  set 
forth  clearly  her  own  alternative. 

Ji  is  no  alternative  lo  wish  th*t 
the  Germans  were  less  Industrious, 
numerous,  or  biologically  vigorous 
than  they  are  or  that  France  might 
m-operatr  with  Rusata  to  keep  down 
German  strength.  The  German*, 
after  all.  h»v»  an  alternative  to  that!
